2. WBIB2RT was met by AB ^2 at 1130 hours on Saturday, 

26 October 1946 in front of the Uarmorhaus Theater on Burfuar* 
stezdam&a i^chm at that time of the day, is one of the busiest 
streets in Berlin. The pusrpose of this meeting was merely to 
test our control over source and it was not plazmed to debrief 
him to any extent oh this occasion. WSIBSBT appecu^ed on time. 

He was noticeably neirvotLs and tended to exaggerate the danger of 
his double-role to a considerable extent. He related that Captain 
SKUBIB came to call for him the day before, but did not seem to 
be undilly excited when be was informed by the cleaning woman 
about sotiroe*a temporary absence. Source assumed that 3KURIH 
continued with his scheduled trip to the provinces and was not 
at the time of our interview in Berlin. 



3* Despite source's obvious nervousness, he appeared to 
be in a more cheerful mood than on the day he was recruited. To 
a certain extent he seemed to be relieved that he was xiow In a 
position to be able to discuss his affairs with an authority 
which had the facilities to be of assistance. Source himself 
was quite talkative and repeatedly suggested that we should try 
to recruit Dr. KBURITZ. The latter, source informed us, would 
most certainly be willing to cooperate with us as he was working 
for the Bussians only under the same pressure source himself did, 
and was generally a man of Western orientation* (Source at this 
time still seemed to be quite unaware of KSHRITZ's role and 
thought he was arrested through an error on part of the CIC agents 
who mistook him for KEMEXTZ because of their physical resemblance 
to each other.)
